The amount of work done thus 
far in this direction ia surpris- 
ingly small, and the amount of 
money on hand is corresponding- 
ly small. The result strikes a 
blow of disappointment to those 
who hoped tor better things. As 
can be seen, there is scarcely 
enough money in the treasury to 
justify the board in sending onr 
evangelist into the field, unless 
relief comes from other sources. 

The weeks and months go by, 
and we wait, apparently with 
idle hands, careless of our re- 
sponsibilities, thoughtless of the 
interests of our church. For 
what do we wait? For some one 
to begin ? Then wait no longer, 
bnt let us all urge forward the 
work, each doing his own duty, 
and tbe result will be most grat- 
ifying. 

If your minister has failed to 
urge the importance of this work 
request him to do so at onoe. If 
you have not appointed solicitors 
in your congregation, do so, and 
instruct them to begin canvass- 
ing.
